weeds can be entirely “eliminated 
without destruction to the grain 
growing beside them.” 

The success of the procéss, lies 
in the fact that: the leaves-of near- 
ly all farm weeds such as tumb- 
ling mustard, common wild mus- 
tard, dandelion, Canada thistles, 
stinkweed, pig weed and many 
others are broad, rough and soft 
while the grain plant is slender 
with a smoother surface When 
the liquid ia sprayed from the ma- 
chine, the broad and porous eaves 
of the weed catch and absorb 
enough of the solution to ‘kill 
them, while the liquid runs off the 
slender grain without injuring it. 
Both turn black after spraying but 
after a short time the grain re- 
gains its color and strength To 
quote further: 

“The spraying should be done 
when both the grain and the weeds 
are young, about the time the 
grain is from four to eight inches 
in height, but the work can be 
carried on when the grain is older. 
The more rapid the growth of the 
weed, the more susceptible it is to 
the effect of the spraying mixture. 

“While of course such a method 
of destroying weeds can not re- 
place the approved methods of 
eradication by oultivation, seed 
cleaning, crop rotation, mapure 
composting, proper pasturing and 
vigilant hand work, still the writer
